AREA  OF  BOROUGH. 

By  the  Newport  Extension  Act  of  1934,  which  became  operative  1st 
April,  1935,  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Newport  was  increased  from  5,020 
acres  to  7,873  acres — an  addition  of  2,853  acres. 

This  is  the  fifth  extension  of  the  Borough  that  has  taken  place.  It 
will  be  of  interest  to  compare  the  essential  statistics  at  the  dates  these 
extensions  were  made  : —

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POPULATION. 


The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  of  the 
Borough  at  the  middle  of  1950  was  107,300,  an  iucreiase  of  1,500  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1949.  This  estimate  of  NeAvj)ort’s'  population  is  used, 
states  the  Registrar-General,  for  the  puri)ose  of  calculating  birth  and 
death  rates. 

Dwelling-houses.  — From  an  examination  of  the  Rating  and 
Valuation  Lists  it  was  found  that  303  iieAv  houses  had  been  rated  during 
the  12  months  ended  June  30th,  1950,  and  3 had  been  taken  off  the  rates. 
This  gives  a nett  increase  of  300  houses.  The  total  number  of  dwelliug- 
houses  in  the  Borough  on  that  date  was  calculated  to  be  25,375,  of  which 
89  were  void.  The  number  of  void  houses  on  June  30th,  1949,  was  08.  By 
December  31st  the  number  of  houses  had  increased  to  25,477. 

At  June  30th  the  average  number  of  persons  per  dwelling-house  was 
calculated  to  be  4.22,  compared  with  4.23  last  year,  and  the  density  of 
population  (i.e.,  persons  per  acre)  was  13.0  as  against  13.5  in  1949,  13.3 
in  1948,  12.79  in  1947,  12.57  in  1946,  11.97  in  1945,  11.95  in  1944,  11.98  in 
1943,  12.07  in  1942,  and  12.20  in  1941.  The  figures  for  the  various  Wards 
will  be  found  in  Table  I a.t  the  end  of  the  Report.  Central  Ward  had  the 
highest  number  of  persons  per  dwelling'-house — 4.90;  Alexandra  Ward 
came  next  with  4.92;  Liswerry  had  the  lowest — 3.83  persons  per  house. 
The  number  of  persons  per  acre  still  varies  very  considerably  in  the 
different  Wards,  from  6.4  in  Alexandra  W’^ard  to  47,2  in  Victoria  Ward. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  Borough  on  March  31st,  1951,  was 
£751,508;  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  was  £3,024,  and  the  Rate 
for  the  Financial  Year,  £1  in  the  £.

1,866  births  were  registered,  giving  a birtli-rate  of  17.39  ])er  1,000 
of  the  popnlation  compared  witli  rates  of  17.59  in  1949,  20.27  in  1948, 
22.67  in  1947,  22.75  in  1946,  18.70  in  1945,  21.36  in  1944,  19.72  in  1943, 
18.31  in  1942,  17.02  in  1941,  16.77  in  1940,  an  average  of  18.61  during  the 
five  years  1940-44  and  of  20.37  during  the  quinquennial  period,  1945-49. 
Tbe  birtb-rate  in  England  and  Wales  during  1950  was  15.8,  and  in  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns,  17.6. 

Illegitimate  Births  Registered. — The  proportion  of  these  births 
to  the  total  live  births  in  1950  was  2.7  per  cent.— a lower  percentage 
than  the  average  of  5.4  for  the  five  years  1945-49.  The  figures  for  previous 
years  were  9.2  in  1945,  5.5  in  1946,  3.9  in  1947,  4.5  in  1948,  and  3.8  in 
1949. 


STILLBIRTHS. 

53  Stillbirths  were  registered,  giving  a rate  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion of  .49.  The  comparative  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  .37  and  in 
the  126  Great  Towns  .45. 

The  proportion  of  births  belonging  to  the  Stillborn  category  was 
17.4  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still)  compared  with  the  previous  year’s 
figure  of  31.2.  During  1910-1914  the  proportion  of  stillbirths  per  1,000 
total  births  was  46.99;  1915-1919  it  was  40.79;  1920-1924,  40.77; 
1926-1930,  41.11;  1931-1935,  43.0;  1936-1940,  38.5;  1941-1945,  32.8;  and 
for  the  past  five  years  it  was  27.7. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

65  infants  died  before  reaching  12  months  of  age,  which  is  in  the 
proportion  of  34.8  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  40.8  in  1949,  45.3 
in  1948,  61.3  in  1947,  57.3  in  1946,  62.4  in  1945,  and  with  53.6  and  62.5 
during  the  two  previous  quinquennial  periods,  1945-49  and  1940-44 
respectively.  In  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  was 
29.8  during  1950,  and  in  the  Great  Towns  33.8.  The  following  Table  shows 
the  chief  causes  of  death  and  their  variations  over  a period  of  years 
locally.  The  most  unsatisfactory  feature  continues  to  be  the  large  propor- 
tion of  the  deaths  due  to  Prematurity,  Wasting  Diseases  and  Congenital 
Defects — conditions  operating  before  birth;  but  “ Common  Infectious 
Diseases,”  and  Venereal  Diseases  disappeared  as  causes  of  death.

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Tke  importance  of  Ante-Natal  supervision  and  an  efficient  obstetrical 
service  can  not  be  over  estimated  in  tbe  prevention  of  loss  of  life  and 
physical  disability  during  tbe  first  montbs  of  life. 

Tbe  systematic  and  intelligent  supervision  of  expectant  motbers  by 
medical  practitioners  and  midwives  from  early  pregnancy  is  tbe  best  safe- 
guard of  tbe  life  of  mother  and  child, 


Mortality  Among  Illegitimate  Children. — The  death-rate  of 
Illegitimate  Infants  was  20.0  per  1,000  of  such  births,  compared  with  an 
average  of  66.7  per  1,000  during  tbe  previous  five  years.  In  1949  tbe  rate 
was  100.0;  in  1948,  21.0;  in  1947,  45.4;  in  1<)46,  96.0;  and  in  1945,  67.9. 


MATEENAL  WELFAEE. 

Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition. 

Notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — There  were  3 cases  notified 
during  tbe  year  giving  a case-rate  of  1.56  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths 
compared  with  2.08  during  tbe  previous  five  years.  The  corresponding  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  5.81  and  for  tbe  126  Great  Towns  7.43. 

Deaths. — There  were  2 deaths  from  Sepsis,  and  1 from  “ Other 
Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition.”  Tbe  death- 
rate  from  Maternal  Causes  was  1.56  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

Tbe  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were:  Puerperal 
Sepsis  (including  abortions  with  Sepsis),  0.12;  other  causes,  0.74;  total 
Maternity  Mortality,  0.86. 

Tbe  figures  given  below  show  tbe  rates  for  Newport  over  a series  of 
years  and  for  England  and  Wales  since  1945.  From  them  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  a gradual  reduction  in  tbe  rates  in  quinquennial 
periods  since  1896  in  Newport’s  maternal  death-rates.

Ante-Natal  Hygiene 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  tliat  this  subject  is  receivinf>f  greater 
attention  by  expectant  mothers  and  niidwiA^es.  1,840  or  86.7  per  cent, 
of  the  expectant  mothers  were  under  the  observation  of  the  staff;  this 
figure  is  above  the  percentages  for  1949,  which  was  81.9  per  cent. 

52  new  Expectant  Mothers  attended  the  Centres  in  addition  to  37  on 
the  hooks  at  the  end  of  last  year;  those  requiring  medical  advice  were 
referred  to  their  own  doctors,  or  they  attended  at  the  Clinic.  The 
attendances  of  these  mothers  were:  At  the  Clinic,  9,017 ; at  Centres,  136; 
Tota,l,  9,153.  187  visits  by  Health  Visitors  were  paid  to  Expectant 

mothers  at  their  homes.  The  work  at  the  Centres  consists  of  medical  advice 
and  instruction  in  infant  hygiene  generally.  Every  opportunity  is  taken 
to  have  personal  talks  with  mothers  on  health  matters. 

Ante-natal  work  continues  to  increase  and  the  pressure  on  the  staff  is 
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heavy.  Nevertheless  the  attendance  of  these  mothers  at  the  Clinics  must 
be  persistently  encouraged  by  all  available  means. 

Registered  Births  in  Institutions 

Several  complicated  labour  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Royal  Gwent 
Hospital  for  special  treatment.  17  births  (6  non-residents)  were  registered 
there,  of  which  2 were  still-born.  At  St.  Woolos  Hospital  1,0-18  birtlis 
were  registered,  of  which  43  were  stillbirths;  all  except  70  were  residents 
of  the  Borough.  This  makes  a total  of  1,055  registered  births  at  Public 
Institutions.  There  has  been  a continuous  increase  in  the  number  of 
births  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital  particularly  since  1939. 

There  were  3 registered  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes  in  the  town, 
at  which  confinements  took  place  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  two 
registered  for  medical  and  surgical  cases.  324  births  were  registered  in  the 
former;  109  were  non-residents. 

In  all,  1,379  births  at  Public  and  Private  Institutions  were 
registered,  or  64.9  per  cent,  of  the  total  birtlis. 

Fees  Paid  by  L.A.  to  Doctors  “ Called  In  ” by  Midwives 

The  fees  paid  to  Doctors  called  in  by  Midwives  in  cases  of  emergency 
amounted  (in  1950)  to  £184  11s.  6d.  for  56  patients;  the  cost  was  lower 
than  for  1949.

Total  Visits,  including  Re-visits  ... 
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The  primary  and  most  effective  part  of  the  work  of  Health  Visitors 
is  undoubtedly  home  visiting.  It  is  fundamental  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  scheme,  and  implements  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  (Section  203).  Apart  from  the  good  which  is  done  by 
means  of  personal  advice  and  help  “ in  situ,”  home  visiting  serves  a 
valuable  purpose  in  obtaining  knowledge  of  many  cases  of  pregnancy  that 
would  not  otherwise  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  until  too 
late  to  he  helped,  and  in  providing  the  cases  for  clinic  and  centres.  Both 
the  latter  depend  mainly  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  homes 
for  their  “ material.” 

Close  correlation  between  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors,  the  Home 
Help  Service  and  the  Home  Nurses  is  maintained  in  After  Care. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Health  Visitors  is  also  enlisted  in  connection 
with  the  Nursery  Schools  under  the  control  of  the  Education  Authority. 

Children  One  to  Five  Years  of  Age 

6,418  of  such  children  received  attention  at  the  Clinic  and  Centres. 
The  total  attendances  recorded  were  12,493.  15,320  Home  Visits  were  also 
paid  to  them. 

The  total  medical  attendances  of  mothers  and  children  under  five 
years  at  the  Clinic  and  Centres,  including  Orthopaedic  and  Auxiliary 
Clinics,  were  34,122,  compared  with  32,261  in  1949,  32,851  in  1948, 
32,011  in  1947,  32,653  in  1946,  and  30,338  in  1945. 

Infant  Feeding 

88.4  per  cent,  of  the  newly-born  infants  were  visited  during  1950.

The  proportion  of  babies  that  received  breast  milk  shows  a decrease 
on  the  previous  five  years.  18.3  per  cent,  of  the  babies  were  fed  on  cow’s 
jjiilk — 18.1  per  cent,  receiving  it  in  its  dried  form. 
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Enquiries  were  marie  in  reference  to  61  deaths  under  six  months  of 
age.  In  40,  or  65.6  per  cent.,  of  these  deaths  the  infants  were  too  feeble  to 
take  proper  nourishment;  in  3 of  the  deaths  the  mode  of  feeding  could  not 
be  ascertained . 

7 of  the  61  infants  were  stated  to  have  heeii  wholly  breast-fed,  and 
7 wholly  fed  on  foods  other  than  mother’s  milk. 

The  analysis  of  enquiries  at  the  end  of  six  months  in  reference  to 
1,640  infants  showed  that  3.5  per  cent,  of  them  were  still  entirely  breast- 
fed, compared  with  9.3  last  year.  Tlie  proportion  of  children  who  are 
breast-fed  at  six  months  of  age  is  much  lower  than  it  used  to  be.  In  1914 
it  was  73.7  per  cent. ; in  1924,  61.4  per  cent. ; in  1934,  54.4  per  cent.,  and 
during  the  five  years  1945-49  the  annual  average  was  16.9  per  cent. 

Inflamed  Eyes  of  New-born 

No  (;ases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified,  during  the  year, 
compared  with  an  annual  average  of  1.26  per  1,000  births  during  the 
previous  five  years. 

36  other  cases  of  inflamed  eyes,  all  of  which  were  of  a mild  form, 
were  discovered  or  reported  and  enquired  into.  All  the  cases  were 
followed  up  until  the  termination  of  the  condition. 

26  of  these  suspicious  cases  were  treated  by  their  own  doctors;  the  10 
very  slight  cases  got  well  without  medical  treatment. 


MID  WIVES  EEPOET. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  41  Midwives  on  tlie  Eegister. 
During  the  year  13  new  names  were  added  to  the  Eegister,  13  Midwives 
left  the  town  and  2 Midwives  were  re-registered,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  43  Midwives  on  the  Eegister.  4 Maternity  Nurses 
were  registered  diiring  the  year. 


The  number  of  births,  including  abortions,  attended  by  the 
Domiciliary  Midwives  was  751.  In  250  of  these  cases  medical  practitioners 
had  been  engaged  prior  to  the  confinement,  while  for  119  other  mothers 
medical  aid  was  called  in.  (These  figures  do  not  imdude  the  births  which 
took  place  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital  and  the  Eoya]  Gwent  Hospital). 


The  Grange  Maternity  Home  was  responsible  for  323  cases,  and  the 
Elizabeth  Eutter  Maternity  Home  (which  was  (dosed  on  2nd  September) 
for  112  cases. 
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At  the  beginning’  of  the  year  13  Municipal  Midwives  were  employed, 
one  of  these  resigned  and  left  the  service  in  April,  1950. 

1 Municipal  Midwife  attended  a Post  Graduate  Course. 

Tlie  Municipal  Midwives  attended  027  cases.  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 
was  ^dven  in  385  cases.  All  the  Municipal  Midwives  are  trained  in  the 
administration  of  g-as  and  air  analgesia  and  facilities  are  provided  for  the 
transport  of  the  apparatus. 

None  of  the  Independent  Midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia,  but  60  of  tlie  121  cases  attended  ])y  tliem  were 
given  an  anaesthetic — a doctor  being  present  at  the  birth. 

Of  the  43  practising  Midwives  28  were  totally  dependent  on  their 
practice  for  a living  and  15  partially  so. 

All  the  Midwives  liold  the  C.M.B.  Certificate,  and  39  are  also  State 
Registered  Nurses  nnd  28  hold  tlie  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  Certificate. 

The  special  arrangement  with  the  C.M.B.  whereby  1 of  the  Indepen- 
dent Midwives  subsequent  to  the  surrender  of  her  C.M.B.  Certificate  had 
practised  since  1942,  came  to  an  end  in  August,  1950. 

One  midwife  in  private  practice  attended  161  cases,  1 juidwife 
attended  80  cases,  8 midwives  attended  over  50  cases,  and  5 midwives 
attended  less  than  10  cases  each.

Housing  ditflculties  make  hospital  provision  necessary  for  a laf^e 
number  of  mothers,  and  lessen  the  amount  of  domiciliary  practice.  ' ' 

The  majority  of  mothers  are  making  earlier  arrangements  for  their 
confinements  and  thus  have  the  benefit  of  supervision  from  their  mid- 
wives for  a longer  period  during  their  pregnancies. 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  Municipal  Midwives  have  assisted  in  the 
duties  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and  have  undertaken  regular  home  visit- 
ing of  all  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Clinic,  whether  those  mothers 
are  booked  for  confinement  in  hospital  or  at  home  under  the  care  of  the 
Municipal  Midwives. 

This  scheme  brings  the  expectant  mother  in  contact  with  the  Midwife 
of  the  district  in  which  she  lives  and  whom  she  can  call  in,  a case  of 
emergency. 

To  a small  extent  this  scheme  eases  the  burden  of  work  which; lias 
fallen  on  a very  depleted  Health  Visiting  Staff. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LADY  MEDICAL  OFFICER,  MATERNITY’^ 
AND  CHII.D  WELFARE. 

The  facilities  provided  under  tlie  Maternity  and  Child  "Welfare 
Scheme  have  been  those  of  former  years,  hut  the  introduction  of  the 
National  Health  Service  lias  lessened  the  attendances  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  here,  as  in  otlier  areas. 

The  provision  of  free  medical  care  for  motliers  and  children  under 
the  National  Health  Service  has  ensured  that  no  ailino'  mother  or  child 
need  g’o  without  medical  care  becaxise  of  the  dread  of  financial  burdens, 
and  should  do  much  to  reduce  the  severity  of  much  illness  amongst  young 
children,  for  many  parents,  who  in  the  past  would  have  hesitated  to  call 
in  medical  aid  until  a child’s  illness  had  become  advanced,  will  now  seek 
medical  aid  at  the  first  signs  of  the  onset  of  illness. 

Although  the  attendances  at  tiie  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  slightly 
less  than  those  of  1949,  those  at  tlie  Clinics  have  increased. 

The  health  of  the  infants  and  children  is  good  and  the  priority  rations 
and  vitamins  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  those  groups  and  to 
Nursing  and  Expectant  Mothers  liave  done  much  to  bring  about  this  im- 
])rovemeut  in  health,  and  it  is  to  he  deplored  that  still  some  mothers  do 
not  make  full  use  of  this  advantageous  scheme. 

As  in  former  years  the  demand  for  hospital  accommodation  for  con- 
finement cases  has  been  very  great.  In  many  homes  accommodation  is  in- 
adequate and  quite  unsuitable  for  confinements,  in  otlier  cases,  where 
homes  are  shared  the  accommodation  may  he  suitable  but  the  owner  of 
the  house  is  unwilling  to  allow  the  mother  to  be  confined  there,  and 
hospital  confinement  has  to  be  arranged  for. 

Also  there  is  no  doubt  that  under  the  new  Health  Act  mothers  find  it 
is  more  expensive  to  have  a confinement  at  home  than  in  hospital. 

In  the  past,  mothers  usually  liad  relatives  or  friends  who  were  willing 
and  able  to- look  after  their  homes  and  (diildren  during  the  mother’s  ill- 
ness or  confinement,  but  now-a-days  siudi  help  seldom  seems  available, 
partly  because  of  the  greater  amount  of  employment  amongst  women. 

The  Home  Help  Service  has  heen  of  much  use  to  mothers  in  those 
circumstances  and  so  have  the  facilities  ])rovided  hy  the  Children’s 
De|)artment. 

The  Nursery  Schools  by  acce])ting  the  care  of  the  younger  children 
have  helped  not  only  the  mothers  but  have  been  of  considerable  benefit  to 
the  children. 
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AlthoTigli  the  health  of  tlie  infants  and  children  has  been  satisfactory 
that  of  the  mothers  is  not  so  g'ood.  Ainong'st  the  mothers  anaemia  seems 
to  have  increased  in  amount.  There  is  no  donbt  that  many  of  the  mothers 
share  the  extra  rations  to  which  they  are  specially  entitled. 

The  difficulties  with  which  the  motliers  have  to  contend  are  great — • 
but  probably  the  greatest  difficulty  of  all  is  tlie  housing  shortage  with 
the  resultant  overcrowding  with  inadequate  cooking  and  washing 
facilities.  The  strain  of  bringing  up  children  in  cramped  surroundings — • 
in  other  people’s  homes — where  it  is  impossible  to  allow  for  the  proper 
physical  and  emotional  development  of  the  children,  is  one  which  is  heavy 
for  the  mother  to  bear,  and  it  is  unfortiinately  aggravated  by  the  difficul- 
ties of  present  day  shopping  with  queueing,  and  by  the  worry  of  trying  to 
cope  with  the  rising  cost  of  living. 

It  is  much  to  the  credit  of  so  many  of  the  mothers  that  in  spite  of  all 
those  difficulties  they  are  rearing  clean  happy  and  healthy  children. 

The  continuous  care  and  sense  of  security  which  only  a mother  can 
give  to  young  children  is  so  necessary  for  the  healthy  development 
of  the  child,  that  the  increasing  tendency  and  necessity  for  the  mothers 
of  young  children  to  seek  employment  because  of  rising  costs  is  to  be 
deplored. 

Those  mothers  who  have  been  fortiinate  enough  to  be  given  homes  in 
the  new  Housing  Estates  value  the  added  comfort  and  the  freedom  which 
the  children  can  enjoy  in  their  own  homes,  but  some  are  finding  the  rents 
are  making  the  weekly  budget  more  difficult  to  manage. 

Attendance  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  is  encouraged.  There, 
nursing  and  medical  advice  is  available  for  the  mothers,  and  the  meeting 
together  of  mothers  there  often  give  rise  to  a certain  amount  of  friendly 
rivalry  amongst  the  mothers  concerning  the  management  of  their  children 
which  is  stim\ilating  and  helpful  to  them. 

Mothers  show  considerable  interest  in  the  diet  of  their  children  and 
are  increasingly  interested  and  knowledgable  in  health  matters  generally 
and  in  the  prevention  of  illness. 

Unfortunately  the  crowded  Centres  are  not  suitable  for  general 
teaching  but  efforts  are  made  for  individual  instruction. 

The  new  Centres  opened  at  the  Gaer  and  Alway  Estates  at  the  begin- 
ning of  January,  1951,  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  mothers  in  those 
areas. 

Visiting  in  the  homes  by  the  Health  Visitor  is  of  very  great  import- 
ance—there  she  is  able  to  appreciate  more  easily  the  difficiilties  which 
beset  the  individual  mother  and  thus  advise  her  more  ably. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  was  depleted  by  the  short- 
age of  supply  of  Health  Visitors  and  by  an  unusually  high  incidence  of 
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illness  amongst  tlie  existing  staft.  To  meet  tlie  former  difficulty  a 
Student  Health  Visitors  training  scheme  was  instituted  whereby  Health 
Visitors  are  trained  for  service  under  the  Corporation.  In  that  way,  it 
is  hoped  to  have  the  full  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  new  Health  Service  Act  the  scope  of 
duties  allocated  to  the  Health  Visitor  has  been  extended.  Slie  is  now 
responsible  for  special  visits  to  tlie  aged,  sick,  after-care  visiting  of 
patients  discharged  from  hos])ital  and  of  those  cared  for  at  home,  in 
addition  to  her  former  duties  of  visiting  mothers  and  all  children  under 
5 years  of  age. 

Tlie  depletion  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff  is  much  to  be  deplored,  as 
the  able  Health  Visitor  in  the  past  played  a large  and  successful  part  in 
the  reduction  of  Infant  Mortality  Rates  and  in  tlie  improvement  in  the 
health  of  mothers  and  children. 

Nursing  Homes  (Section  187-195,  Public  Health  Act,  1936) 

There  were  three  Maternity  Homes  and  two  Nursing  Homes  on  the 
Register  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  One  Maternity  Home  was  closed 
in  September. 

These  Homes  are  inspected  regularly.  Any  lapse  in  administration 
of  the  Homes  is  immediately  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  appropriate  remedy  insisted  upon. 

The  Rest  (Seaside)  Convalescent  Homes,  Porthcawl 

6 patients  were  admitted  to  this  Home  during  the  year,  and  derived 
benefit  in  health  from  their  sojourn  there.

18  patients  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  were  referred  for  examination 
by  Dr.  Glyn  Morgan  the  Obstetric  Consultant  to  the  Clinic. 

5 mothers  were  sent  for  X-ray  examination  to  St.  IVoolos  Hospital. 
Maternity  Hospital  Provision 

Beds  are  provided  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  compli- 
cated cases  of  Pregnancy  and  for  Maternity  cases. 

To  the  Hospital  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  complicated  cases  of 
pregnancy  or  labour  are  admitted,  and  also  those  motliers,  who,  by  reason 
of  unsuitable  home  conditions,  cannot  be  cared  for  adequately  at  home. 

From  the  Clinic  887  patients  were  sent  into  Hospital  for  their  con- 
finements. In  604  cases  the  home  conditions  were  unsuitahle  for 
confinement. 

75  patients  were  admitted  for  treatment  during  pregnancy,  of  these 
8 were  treated  during  pregnancy  only.  27  were  confined  while  under 
treatment  and  40  were  re-admitted  for  their  confinements. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

The  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  crippled  children  provides  for  the 
treatment  of  all  school  children  as  well  as  for  children  under  5 years  of 
age.  It  is  administered  by  the  Health  Committee  for  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Three  medical  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic.  Mr.  Parker,  Orthopaedic  »Surgeon,  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff,  attends  periodically  at  the  Clinic  to  examine  new  cases 
and  to  supervise  the  after-care  of  old  cases.  Special  cases  are  also  seen  by 
bim  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  where  all  nece.ssary  X-ray 
examinations  are  made. 
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Operative  and  conservative  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Hospital,  Cardi®,  and  at  Crossways  Convalescent  Home.  Owing 
to  the  shortage  of  beds  in  these  hospitals  there  is  a lengthy  waiting  list, 
and  a very  considerable  delay  in  the  admission  of  cases. 

Six  sessions  weekly  are  provided  for  the  treatment  of  patieTils  l>v 
massage  and  remedial  exercises.  This  treatment  is  given  by  a masseuse 
in  the  employ  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

All  appliances  are  manufactured  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital. 
Special  hoots  have  been  made  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  or  by  one 
of  the  firms  under  contract  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board — as  have 
all  necessary  alterations  to  boots. 

Artificial  Limbs  are  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions.

Applium-es  were  supplied  to  14  seliool  cliildreu  aud  -3  to  eliildreu 
uuder  5 _years  of  age. 

Special  alterations  were  made  to  boots  in  a very  large  numl)er  of 
cases  either  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  (Jardiif,  or  by  one  of  the 
firms  under  contract  with  the  itegional  Hos])ital  Board. 

192  Plasters  were  applied  at  the  Clinic. 

During'  the  year  the  attendances  were  higher  than  those  in  1949, 
hut  the  number  of  new  cases  was  slightly  less. 

The  majority  of  the  ])atients  examined  were  suffering  from  minor 
defects  only,  but  the  early  correction  of  these  detects  prevent  more  serious 
trouble  later  in  life. 

Parents  are  still  finding  it  difficult  to  obtain  good  fitting  shoes  for 
their  children  and  too  often  children  are  found  to  be  wearing  shoes  of 
unsuitable  size ; shoes  which  aggravate  anj^  existing  defects  aud  are  liable 
to  produce  crippling  deformities  later  on. 

For  the  older  school  girl  the  shoe  question  is  a particularly  difficult 
one.  Large  sizes,  which  would  afford  them  reasonable  comfort  seem 
difficult  to  obtain. 

The  rising  cost  of  shoes  and  boots  has  also  made  it  more  difficult  for 
the  discarding  of  footwear  which  is  too  small  aud  uncomfortable. 

Aural  and  Ophthalmic  Treatment 

Mr.  Sutton  is  in  charge  of  tlie  Aural  Clinic  provided  for  all  children 
up  to  16  years  of  age  and  saw  42  cases  (53  attendances).  lU  patients  were 
operated  on  for  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  These  operations  were 
performed  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital. 

Mr.  Robertson,  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Eye  Clinic 
for  all  children  up  to  16  years  of  age  saw  80  new  cases  and  re-tested  64 
others. 

6 children  were  operated  on  for  correction  of  squint — these  operations 
being  performed  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital. 
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Dental  Treatment 

A priority  Dental  Sclieitie  for  tke  treatment  of  expectant  ami  nursing 
niotkers  and  for  children  under  5 years  of  age  is  combined  with  tliat  of  the 
School  Dental  Service  and  operated  by  the  Senior  School  Dentist. 


This  valuable  service  has  been  of  very  great  help,  and  the  kindly  con- 
sideration with  wliich  the  patients  have  been  treated  and  the  prompt  treat- 
ment which  has  been  offered  to  obviate  prolonged  suffering  from  toothache 
is  one  which  the  parents  of  children  and  the  mothers,  when  themselves 
patients,  have  been  deeply  grateful.  We  are  very  much  indebted  to  Mr. 
Clarkson,  the  Senior  School  Dentist  for  tlie  kindly  and  efficient  way  in 
which  this  scheme  is  operated.

The  following  is  the  Report  of  Dr.  E.  Curran  : — 

Matehnity  and  Child  Welfare  Section 

During  1950  treatment  was  given  twice  weekly — on  Mondays  and 
Fridays,  both  mornings  and  afternoons. 

303  children  under  5 years  of  age  (incduding  36  infants)  were  treated, 
280  new  cases  and  23  old  cases.  5 mothers  also  received  treatment. 

Cases  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
from  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and,  in  a few  instances,  by  General 
Practitioners.

During  the  year  more  new  cases  were  treated  for  Syphilis  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  fewer  for  Gonorrhoea.  The  majority  of  cases  seen 
at  the  Clinic  were  referred  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  wliidi  is  held  in 
the  same  building.

Hiiriug-  1950,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  continued 
to  operate  with  customary  efficiency,  including  arrangements  for  the 
I)riority  dental  treatment  for  mothers  and  young  children,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  report  of  the  vSenior  iSchool  Dental  Officer 

The  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  is  being  overcome  as  a result  of  the 
inauguration  of  a scheme  for  the  training  of  Students  Health  Visitors, 
and  two  Students  were  accepted  for  this  scheme  and  commenced  training 
during  the  year.  The  value  of  the  Health  Visitor,  from  the  point  of  view 
of  instructing  the  public  in  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  parenthood, 
cannot  be  over-estimated,  for  the  personal  contacts  made  by  them  are, 
in  my  opinion,  far  more  effective  than  the  printed  word,  and  both  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  iu  the  home,  their  advice  is 
readily  accepted  and  subsecj^uent  visits  ensure  that  it  is  properly  carried 
out. 


The  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Home  Nursing  Service  work  in 
close  conjhinction  with  the  Health  Visitors  and  continue  to  funtion  Satis- 
factory. Unfortunately,  these  Services  do  not  meet  the  needs  of  those 
cases  who  should  receive  hospital  treatment  but  owing  to  the  present 
difficulty  in  obtaining  beds  for  these  cases,  the  Home  Helj)  and  Home 
Nursing  Services  have  to  do  what  they  can  to  alleviate  the  position,  but 
they  are  not  by  anj^  means  the  solution  to  this  problem.  We  have 
endeavoured  to  meet  the  situation  to  some  extent  by  the  introduction  of 
ai  scheme  for  the  provision  of  Night  Nursing  Orderlies,  whereby  trained 
Orderlies  visit  a number  of  homes  each  night.  For  this  purpose,  the 
sitting-case  cars  of  the  Ambulance  Service  are  utilised,  as  tbis  enables 
the  Orderlies  to  cover  much  more  ground  than  would  otherwise  be  possible 
Even  so,  this  does  not  adequately  replace  the  necessity  for  hospitalisation. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  still  being  run  on  an  agency  basis 
but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  preparations  were  in  hand  for  its  transfer 
in  1951,  to  the  direct  control  of  the  Local  Authority, 

A scheme  has  been  accepted  and  is  being  developed  for  the  domi- 
ciliary care  of  the  premature  infant,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will 
be  in  operation  sbortlj'. 

The  difficulties  associated  with  the  Ambulance  Service  are  graduall.v 
being  overcome,  by  closer  co-operation  with  the  general  medical  prac-- 
titioners,  hospitals,  etc.  The  demand  upon  the  Service  still  continues 
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to  lie  :a>  liea.VY  one  and  tlie  co-operation  of  tlie  general  public  and  the 
realisation  of  the  legitimate  functions  of  the  Ambulance  Service,  should 
gradually  improve  the  position. 

A successful  scheme  has  been  initiated  for  B.C.rt.  Vaccination 
against  Tuberculosis  of  certain  specified  cases,  recommended  by  the 
(hiest  Phj’sician,  Uiud  figures  of  those  dealt  with  appear  elsewhere  in  this 
report.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  povssible  to  include 
school-leavers  in  this  scheme  of  vaccination. 

When  required,  cases  who  need  after-care  are  followed-up  by  the 
appropriate  Services  of  the  Department.

The  year  1950  for  the  Priority  Dental  Service  in  Newport  has  been 
a continuation  of  the  scheme  started  liaist  year  and  run  on  similar  lines 
namely  the  pre-school  children  attending'  the  Clinic  during  the  day  along 
wdth  the  school  pupils,  and  the  mothers  attending  evening  sessions  for 
the  necessary  examinations  and  treatments. 

The  staff  for  the  evening  sessions  was  the  same  as  in  1949 — one  of 
the  School  Medical  Officers  for  the  administration  of  General  Anaesthetics, 
two  of  the  School  Dental  Attendants  sharing  the  evenings,  and  the  Senior 
Dental  Officer  as  operator. 

Pre-School  Children 

Because  of  continued  shortages  of  School  Dental  Officers,  treatment 
for  the  pre-school  children  hiad  to  be  confined  to  the  extraction  of  teeth 
tor  the  relief  of  toothache  and  oral  sepsis,  and  no  time  was  available  for 
the  filling  of  temporary  teeth. 
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This  is  greatly  regretted  since  it  is.  only  by  the  early  conservation 
of  the  teeth  that  the  children  will  be  able  to  start  school  at  5 years  with 
sound  teinporia.Ty  dentitions;  many  enquiries  have  been  received  from 
parents  for  this  form  of  treatment. 

During  1950  a survey  of  the  teeth  of  518  school  children  in  Newport 
of  5 years  of  age  shows  that  22.3%  have  perfect  dentitions — no  evidence 
of  caries,  presence  of  fillings,  or  missing  teeth  (extracted);  and  of  those 
examined  there  is  an  avera.ge  of  3.9'  teeth  per  child  with  decay,  filling's  or 
missing  teeth  These  figures  show  the  extent  to  which  conservative 
measures  coiild  he  applied  vdth  the  temporary  teeth. 

The  number  of  pre-school  children  referred  from  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  during  the  year  was  371,  which  is  an  increase  of 
74  on  the  previous  year. 

G48  teeth  were  extracted  with  345  General  Anaesthetics  being  ad- 
ministered for  the  purpose.  This  is  eqiiivalent  to  IG  sessions  of  treatment 
for  the  school  children. 

These  figures  do  not  include  children  attending  any  of  the  main- 
tained schools  in  the  town. 

Ante^Natal  and  Nursing  Mothers 

Compared  with  1949  although  fewer  Ante-natal  and  Nursing 
mothers  attended  for  dental  inspection — 345  as  against  451 — the  accept- 
ance rate  for  those  found  to  he  in  need  of  treatment  increased  from  71% 
to  81%.  • 

In  addition  to  fewer  patients  being  referred  from  the  M.  & C.W. 
Clinics  it  was  found  that  those  who  did  attend  presented  oral  conditions 
requiring  more  extractions  and  less  fillings  of  teeth  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

Unfortunately,  there  still  exist  many  Ante-natal  mothers  who  re- 
fuse to  attend  for  fillings. 

One  pleasing  feature  was  finding  the  young  mothers  who  had 
previously  served,  and  been  dentally  treated  in  the  Torces  coming  along 
and  accepting  all  forms  of  conservative  treatment. 

To  satisfy"  popular  demand  most  extractions  of  teeth  were  done 
under  nitrous  oxide  Anaesthetic;  4G  sessions  being  devoted  for  this 
purpose. 

During  the  year  49  patients  had  GG  dentures  fitted — 3G  complete  and 
30  partial  dentui'es.  As  formerly  an  arrangement  exists  with  a local  firm 
of  dental  mechanics  to  the  profession,  to  do  the  workshop  side  for  the 
supply  of  dentures. 
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Facilities  for  RadiograpL  examination  not  being  very  satisfactory 
it  is  hoped  the  suggestion  for  the  installation  of  an  X-Ray  machine  at 
the  dental  department  of  the  School  Clinic,  previously  postponed,  will  be 
given  priority  in  the  near  future. 

Premises  and  Equipment 

During  the  year  the  extension  to  the  dental  department  of  the  School 
Clinic  of  two  additional  surgeries  was  completed. 

One  of  these  new  surgeries  is  the  property  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  use  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  patients.  The 
Committee  approved  the  installation  of  all  the  necessary  equipment  and 
instruments,  including  a Walton  Gas  Machine  and  a Rathbone  Dental 
Unit.

The  propaganda  campaign — distribution  of  leaflets  and  public  ap- 
peals— was  continued  throughout  the  year.

2.  Small  Pox  Vaccination 

Infant  Vaccination. — The  Council  have  made  arrangements  for  the 
carrying  out  of  Infant  Vaccination  with  general  practitioners  taking 
part  in  the  Council’s  Scheme.  It  is  not  proposed  to  have  any  sessional 
arrangements  in  respect  of  vaccination  against  Small  Pox  in  the  ordinary 
way.  Should  circumstances  arise,  emergency  sessional  arrangements 
would  then  be  arranged.  Leaflets  stressing  the  need  for  early  vaccina- 
tion of  infants,  are  distributed  by  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  in  the 
course  of  their  visits.

(c)  Close  co-ordination  is  maintained  with  the  Eegional  Ho'spital  Board 
and  the  Hospital  Management  Committees.  The  Medical  Officers  at 
St.  Cadoc’s  Mental  Hospital  are  consulted  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Mental  Hospital  through  the 
Duly  Authorised  Officers  and  the  Social  Worker,  the  latter  having 
performed  similar  duties  for  many  years. 

Supervision  of  patients  on  trial  and  on  licence  from  Mental 
Hospitals  and  Institutions  for  Mental  Defectives,  is  carried 
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out  by  the  members  of  Mental  Health  Service  Staff  and  frequently 
work  in  connection  with  the  Mental  Hospital  is  undertaken  by  these 
Officers  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

(d)  There  are  no  duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  Organisations. 

(e)  Both  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  (who  were  previously  engaged  in 
the  Social  Welfare  Department)  were  on  appointment  referred  to  St. 
Cadoc’s  Mental  Hospital  for  a preliminary  course  of  training  before 
undertaking  their  duties.  It  is  proposed  to  allow  students  in  train- 
ing for  Mental  Health  work  to  attend  the  Occupation  Centre  for 
instJruction. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health  for  receiving  such  students  during  the 
coming  year. 

2.  Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community 

(a)  Under  Section  28,  Nation.\l  Health  Service  Act,  1946; 
Prevention,  Care  and  After-care 

In  this  connection  the  emphasis  has  very  definitely  been  upon 
Welfare  work ; not  only  in  the  field  of  after-care,  but  frequently  in  the 
initial  stages  when  a complaint  is  first  received. 

As  the  Mental  Health  Service  has  become  more  established,  it  has 
been  confronted  with  a variety  of  Social  problems  hitherto  uncatered 
for.  It  has  been  found  essential  to  work  in  the  closest  collaboration 
with  the  Police,  N.S.P.C.C.  Probation  Officers,  Ministry  of  Pensions, 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  Mental  Health  Services  of  other  Local 
Authorities.  The  good  offices  of  all  Welfare  Organisations  are  con- 
stantly enlisted  in  the  same  cause. 

Visits  totalling  1,261  have  been  made  under  this  heading. 

Personal  contact  with  the  patient,  his  family  and  his  affairs  has 
proved  one  of  the  greatest  factors. 

(b)  Under  the  Lunacy  Act  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930, 
BY  Duly  Authorised  Officers 

The  policy  of  avoiding  certification  whenever  possible  has  been 
adhered  to;  of  128  cases  of  persons  alleged  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  24 
have  been  certified,  and  a large  proportion  have  been  admitted  as 
voluntary  patients.  The  remainder  have  been  dealt  with  according  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

Matters  pertaining  to  receiverships,  pensions  and  statutory  bene- 
fits were  also  dealt  with,  and  arrangements  made  for  the  safe  custody 
of  patients'  personal  effects. 
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(c)  Under  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913-1988 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  also  undertake,  as  part  of  their 
duties,  the  visiting  of  Mental  Defectives.  During  the  year  342  visits 
were  made.  Frequently  it  has  been  found  possible  to  benefit  their  lot 
by  invoking  help  or  special  consideration,  from  the  Services 
enumerated  in  paragraph  (a). 

(i)  Ascertainment,  Including  Number  of  Defectives  Awaiting 
Vacancies  in  Institutions  at  End  of  Year 

The  total  number  of  defectives  to  be  subject  to  be  dealt  with 
under  tlie  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  is  173,  provided  for  as  follows  : —

(ii)  Guardianship  and  Supervision 

There  are  8 defectives  under  guardianship  of  whom  6 are 
residing  in  the  area  and  2 outside.  Of  the  cases  outside  the  area, 
1 was  placed  through  the  Provisional  National  Council  for  Mental 
Health  and  1 through  the  Guardianship  Society. 

All  defectives  under  guardianship  residing  in  the  area  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Supervisor  of  the  Occupation  Centre, 
who  also  supervises  defectives  attending  the  Centre.  Other 
defectiA^es  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  and  Female  Social  Worker.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (Section  47) 

During  the  year,  the  Council  took  action  in  one  instance  under  this 
Section,  in  the  casie  of  a lady  who  was  aged,  infirm  and  living-  in  in- 
sanitary conditions  and  unable  to  devote  to  herself  and  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention.  The  Order  granted  by  the 
Court  was  for  three  months  and  she  was  removed  to  accommodation  pro- 
vided under  Part  III  of  this  Act.  At  the  expiration  of  the  Order,  the 
old  lady  remained  voluntary  in  the  accommodation  and  appears  to  have 
settled  quite  happily  in  her  new  surroundings. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Deaths 

The  total  deaths  registered  numbered  1,384;  after  the  exclusion 
of  non-residents  dying  in  the  district  and  the  addition  of  residents  who 
died  elsewhere,  the  number  was  reduced  to  1,201.  This  afforded  a death- 
rate  of  11.19,  compared  with  10.98  in  1949,  10.63  in  1948,  13.17  in  1947 
12.76  in  1946,  12.46  in  1945,  10.98  in  1930,  12.41  in  1920  and  12.98  in 
1910.  The  average  for  the  last  five  years  was  11.96,  and  for  the  past  10 
years,  12.41. 

The  average  death-rate  in  the  126  Great  Towns  of  England  and  Wales 
for  1950  was  12.3. 

398  deaths,  or  33.1  per  cent,  of  the  nett  deaths,  occurred  in  Public 
Institutions,  namely  St.  Woolos  Hospital,  196;  Eoyal  Gwent.  Hospital, 
106;  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  9;  and  other  Institutions  outside  the  Borough 
87.  In  addition,  296  deaths  of  non-residents  occurred  in  the  Borough, 
namely,  at  the  Eoyal  Gwent  Hospital,  150;  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  10;  St. 
Woolos  Hospital,  97;  Public  Works  and  Places,  6;  and  in  Private  In- 
stitutions, etc.,  .33.  The  proportion  of  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  was 
lower  than  in  1949,  when  it  was  34.4  per  cent. ; hut  the  proportion  of  such 
deaths  have  increased  considerably  of  recent  years.  In  1925  it  was  only 
24.3,  and  in  1915,  22.0  per  cent.  This  indicates  that  the  public  are  coming 
to  rely  more  and  more  on  Hospitals  in  cases  of  serious  illness. 

The  deaths  under  5 ,years  of  age  numbered  80  or  6.7  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths,  whikst  730  deaths  occurred  among  the  aged  (65  years  and 
upwards)  or  60.8  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

The  increase  in  the  proportion  of  the  total  deaths  that  were  over  65 
years  of  age  and  the  decrease  in  the  proportion  that  were  under  5 years  of 
age  which  have  been  such  marked  features  in  the  mortal  statistics  in  recent 
years  are  still  evident,  as  the  following  figures  show  ; —

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Heart  Diseases,  as  usual,  caused  tlie  largest  number  of  deaths, 
namely,  369,  a rate  of  3.44  per  1,000  of  the  population  (last  year  the  rate 
was  2.86).  It  is  noteworthy  that  280  of  these  had  attained  the  age  of  65 
years  and  upwards. 


C.4NCER. — 166  deaths  occurred  with  a death-rate  of  1.547  per  1,000, 
compared  with  a rate  of  1.754  per  1,000  for  the  ])revious  five  years.  The 
1950  rate  was  lower  by  .305  per  1,000  tlian  for  1949  and  .207  per  1,000 
below  the  last  five-yearly  average.  The  disease  was  more  fatal  in  males — 
96  deaths,  the  deaths  of  females  number  70.  The  sites  most  commonly 
affected  in  males  were  the  lungs  and  mediastina,  and  in  females  the 
stomach.  The  steady  increase  in  the  mortality  from  this  disease  in 
Newport  (as  with  the  rest  of  the  country  generally)  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  figures  : —

The  crude  death-rate  in  England  and  Wales  from  tliis  disease  during 
1950  was  1.946  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Respiratory  Diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis)  caused  151  deaths — 
a death-rate  of  1.407.  Of  these,  43  were  due  to  Pneumonia  (all  forms) 
and  97  to  Bronchitis,  etc.  The  death-rate  of  1.407  is  higher  than  the 
average  rate  of  1.372  for  the  past  five  years. 


Violent  Deaths  numbered  46,  or  3.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
10  of  these  were  due  to  suicide. 

Inquests  were  held  in  58  instances,  or  4.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
59  (4.9  per  cent.)  of  the  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner  after  post- 
mortem examination. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES 

The  total  deaths  from  diseases  of  a Zymotic  nature  numbered  78 
compared  with  113  in  1949,  and  an  annual  average  for  the  past  five  years 
of  131  deaths.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0.73  per  1,000  inhabitants  per 
annum;  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  was  1.30.  These  diseases 
accounted  for  6.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The  78  deaths  were  caused 
by  the  following  diseases  : Tuberculosis,  52  (lungs  47,  other  forms  5) ; 
Infiuenza,  9;  Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  4;  Venereal  Diseases,  6;  Puerperal 
Fever,  2;  Septicaemia,  2;  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  1;  and  Weil’s  Disease,  2. 
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Tuberculosis  and  Influenza  tofj'etlier  were  responsible  for  78.2  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.

The  Diarrhoeal  death-rate  among  children  under  2 years  in  the  126 
Great  Towns  was  2.2  ])er  1,000  birtlis,  and  in  England  and  Wales  1.9, 
compared  with  2.1  at  Newport. 


The  prevalence  of  these  diseases  fluctuates  considerably  from  year  to 
year;  the  figure  for  the  past  year  shows  a decrease  com])ared  with 
previous  years. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  SCHOOLS 

On  8tli  November,  1939,  tbe  Public  Health  (Measles  and  Whoop- 
ing Cough)  Regulations  came  into  force  in  Newport,  making  these 
diseases  compulsorily  notifiable  by  the  Medical  Attendant. 

Table  9 shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
and  particular  uon-notifiahle  infectioiis  diseases(  namely.  Chicken  Pox, 
Mumps,  and  also  Scabies,  Impetigo,  etc.)  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Department,  and  tlie  Schools  aft'ected.  By  arrangement  with  the  Edm-ation 
Authority — an  arrangement  wliich  has  been  in  operation  for  many  years— 
the  Education  Welfare  Ofticers  report  direct  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  all  such  cases  coming  to  their  knowledge.  By  tliese  means  early 
and  surprisingly  accurate  information  is  obtained  of  the  existence  and 
extent  of  tliese  diseases.  Early  information  of  suspected  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  is  also  obtained  and  close  co-operation  with  the 
School  Clinic  completes  the  cir(de  and  ensiires  prompt  measures  being 
taken. 

Further  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectioiis 
Diseases  in  Schools  siich  as  (1)  Routine  Swabbing  of  school  contacts 
with  cases  notified  as  Diphtheria  and  of  the  whole  class  when  more  than 
one  case  occurs;  (2)  the  disinfection  of  school  premises  when  necessary; 
(3)  Immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria. 

Chicken  Pox 

During  the  year  580  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department, 
compared  with  215  in  1949,  676  in  1948,  646  in  1947,  235  in  1946  and  212 
in  1945.  487  of  the  cases  were  among  school  children  and  92  among 

children  under  school  age.  1 Case  was  an  adult.  The  schools  affected  will 
be  seen  in  Table  9.  The  rules  for  exclusion  from  schools  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education  in  their  joint  memoran- 
dum were  applied  in  all  cases. 

Mumps 

188  cases  were  reported  during  tlie  year,  compared  with  379  in  1949, 
467  in  1948,  183  in  1947,  361  in  1946,  and  185  in  1945. 

Scabies 

The  number  of  cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department 
during  1950  was  45,  compared  with  91  in  1949,  156  in  1948,  257  in  1947, 
452  in  1946,  and-623  in  1945.  Of  the  45  cases,  1 was  above  and  1 was 
below  school  age ; 27  were  in  the  senior  sections  of  the  schools  (11  boys 
and  16  girls)  and  16  were  in  the  Infants’  Departments.  Facilities  are  pro- 
vided at  the  School  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  school  children  and  36  cases 
were  dealt  with  there  during  the  year.  All  notified  cases  were  visited  at 
their  homes  by  a Health  Visitor  to  advise  the  parents  or  guardians;  they 
were  followed  up  until  cured.  For  cases  that  are  persistently  neglected  in 
their  own  homes,  whether  adults  or  children,  facilities  are  available  for 
their  treatment  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATIONS 


Tile  diseases  now  notifiable  are  Acute  Enceplialitis  (Infective  and 
Post-Infectious),  Cholera,  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup, 
Dysentery,  Erysipelas,  Malaria,  Measles,  Meningococcal  Infection, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Para-typhoid  Fever,  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever, 
Plague,  Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary  and  Influenzal),  Poliomyelitis 
(Paralytic  and  Non-paralytic),  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Relapsing  Fever, 
vScarlet  Fever,  Small  Pox,  Tuberculosis,  Typhus  Fever  and  Whooping 
Cough. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  from  doctors  during  1950  was 
2,080,  compared  with  l,rfi)9  in  194!),  1,008  in  1948,  1,024  in  1!)47,  770  in 
1940,  and  2,301  in  1945. 

Visits  and  Disinfection 

No  fewer  than  10,052  visits  and  re-visits  in  connection  with  the  super- 
vision of  Infectious  Di.seases  were  made  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff. 
Apart  from  disinfestation,  000  house  (1,298  rooms)  were  disinfected. 
2,477  articles  were  removed  for  steam  disinfection. 

524  bottles  of  disinfectant  were  supplied  to  houses  where  infectious 
diseases  of  various  kinds  occurred  and  for  choked  drains;  343  verminous 
houses  (704  rooms)  were  also  fumigated  by  the  Department  or  under  the 
supervision  of,  and  with  materials  supplied  by  the  Department. 

Whooping  Cough  (Death-rate  Nil) 

494  cases  of  this  disease  were  discovered  or  notified ; of  these  300 
cases  were  notified  by  doctors.  The  disease  was  more  prevalent  than 
during  the  previous  year,  when  293  cases  were  recorded.  The  yearly 
average  for  the  previous  five  years  was  394  cases.  299  of  the  cases  were 
under  school  age  and  181  were  in  the  infants’  departments  of  the  schools. 
There  were  no  deaths.  The  death-rate  from  this  disease  in  1950  in 
England  and  Wales  was  0.01  and  in  the  120  Great  Towns  0.01. 

Measles  (Death-rate  Nil) 

1,352  cases  were  recorded,  of  which  1,055  were  notified  by  doctors, 
compared  with  792  during  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a case-rate  of 
12.0  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  yearly  average  number  of  ca.ses 
for  the  five-yearly  period  1945-1949  was  1,125  (case-rate  11.14).  Of  the 
1,352  recorded  cases  022  were  under  five  years  of  age,  721  were  school 
children  (094  in  infants’  departments)  and  9 were  above  school  age.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

German  Measles 

Although  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  all  such  cases  discovered 
among  school  children  are  reported  by  the  Education  Welfare  Officers. 
438  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever  (FeatF-rate,  Nil) 

Tlie  incideuce  of  tliis  disease  decreased  during  1950,  258  cases  being 
notified  compared  witli  442  in  1949,  348  in  1948,  248  in  1947,  190  in  1946, 
and  234  in  1945. 

Tlie  Ward  witb  tlie  bigliest  case-rate  was  St.  Woolos  3.998,  whilst 
St.  Julian’s  had  the  lowest,  0.892. 

The  disease  was  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths  occurred,  in  fact  there 
has  not  been  a death  from  Scarlet  Fever  in  Newport  since  1938. 

214  or  82.95  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  other  cases  were  home-nursed  at  the 
parents’  special  request,  and  the  Department  satisfied  themselves  that  the 
home  circumstances  were  favourable  for  proper  isolation  and  treatment. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  (Death-rate,  Nil) 

7 cases  were  notified,  compared  with  5 in  1949,  18  in  1948,  21  in  1947, 
97  in  1946,  and  60  in  1945,  and  with  an  annual  average  during  the 
past  five  years  of  40.  There  were  no  deaths  in  Newport.  The  death- 
rate  was  0.00  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  126  Great  Towns.  All  of 
the  cases  were  treated  in  hospital.  In  the  search  for  sources  of  infection 
and  the  swabbing  of  contacts,  3 “ carrier  ” cases  were  discovered,  all  of 
whom  were  isolated  in  hospital. 

Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever  (Death-rate,  Nil) 

(Under  this  head  Para-Typhoid  A and  B are  also  included.) 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  annual  average  number  of  cases  of  these  diseases  notified  during 
the  previous  five  years  was  .8.

Of  tlie  129  cases  of  Tubercailosis  of  the  Lungs  notified  in  1950,  114 
were  alive  in  Newport  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  88.37  per  cent.,  compared 
with  76.5  per  cent,  in  1949,  77.2  per  cent,  in  1948,  77.1  per  cent,  in  1947, 
79.2  per  cent,  in  1946,  and  83  per  cent,  in  1945. 


Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

Of  the  26  cases  notified  to  he  suffering  from  Non-Pulmonary  forms  of 
the  disease,  22  or  84.6  per  cent,  were  alive  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This

A scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  initiated  during  the  year  in 
conjunction  with  the  Chest  Physician.

Mass  Radiography 

Arrangements  have  been  made  in  different  parts  of  tbe  country  to 
examine  by  means  of  mass  radiography,  groups  of  office,  shop  and  factory 
workers,  also  school  children  and  members  of  the  general  population,  for 
signs  of  tuberculosis  and  other  chest  abnormalities.  In  Wales,  this  work 
is  undertaken  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  of  the  Welsh  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 


The  only  survey  carried  out  in  Newport  during  the  year  ended  Jlst 
December,  1950,  was  made  at  one  industrial  firm.  The  total  number  ex- 
amined was  314  and  no  definite  pulmonary  tubercidosis  cases  were  dis- 
covered. Nine  persons  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  observation, 
however,  and  two  persons  were  found  to  have  some  other  abnormality. 


NEWPORT  CORPORATION  MORTUARY 

The  Town  possesses  a model  Mortuary  with  accommodation  for  8 
bodies,  separate  inspection  and  post-mortem  rooms,  with  lavatories,  etc. 
The  Mortuary  is  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health .

The  following-  is  a summary  of  the  reports  of  Mr.  George  Hogan, 
E.I.C.,  the  Borough  Analyst:  — 


During  the  year  1950,  393  sam])les  have  been  examined,  details  of 
which  are  as  follows.  Of  these,  107  were  Informal  or  trial  samples,  and 
they  were  submitted  by  your  Officers. 

Milk. — Of  the  243  formal  samples  of  milk  for  sale  to  the  public,  239 
were  found  on  analysis  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  “ Sale  of 
Milk  Regulations  1939,”  hut  the  remaining  4 samples  failed  to  reach  the 
required  standard,  this  amounting  to  1.65  per  cent,  of  such  Milk  samples 
analysed.  3 of  the  samples  which  failed  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Regulations  were  deficient  in  Fat  to  the  extent  of  5.67,  13.33  and 
15.33  parts  per  cent,  and  one  sample  was  deficient  in  Solids  not  Fat  to 
the  extent  of  1.41  parts  per  cent,  and  in  Fat  to  the  extent  of  8.U  parts 
per  cent.

Regulations.  Each  sample  has  been  examined  for  the  presence  of  preserva- 
tives and  added  colouring  matter,  which  were  found  to  be  absent  in  each 
case. 


In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  formal  samples  of  milk  not 
on  sale  to  the  public  were  taken  during  the  year  with  the  results  as  shown  : 

At  collecting  point — 3 samples  : 

1.67;  13.00  and  9.67  parts  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat  respectively. 

At  place  of  delivery — 3 samples  : 

13.67 ; 1.67  and  8.67  parts  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat  respectively. 

Appeal  to  Cow — 3 samples  : 

21.67  ; 22.33  and  21.00  parts  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat  respectively. 
Appeal  to  Cow — 4 samples:  Satisfactory. 
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In  view  of  the  faet  that  !J  samples  showing  deficiencies  (taken  at 
collecting'  point,  place  of  delivery  and  Appeal  to  Cow)  were  the  source 
from  which  1 of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  of  milk  for  sale  to  the  puhlic 
was  derived,  that  sample  cannot  he  regarded  as  adulterated.  Therefore, 
only  3 samples  of  milk  as  sold  to  the  public  during  the  year  are  reported 
as  adulterated. 


Of  the  remaining  137  samples  examined  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
comprising  a large  variety  of  foods,  beverages  and  medicinal  preparations, 
only  3 were  found  to  he  unsatisfactory. 

Thus  of  a total  of  393  samples  submitted,  10  were  found  to  he  unsatis- 
factory, of  which  3 only  are  reported  as  being  adulterated,  so  that  the 
percentage  of  adulteration  throughout  the  year  amounted  to  0.76  per  cent.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk

Milk  Examined  for  Turerculosis 

G1  samples  of  New  Milk  (ungraded)  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
inoculation  test  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  The  g-uinea  pig 
inoculated  with  one  of  the  samples  g'ave  a positive  result  to  Tuberculosis 
upon  post  mortem  examination.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  as  a result  of  investigations  carried  out 
at  the  farm  concerned  the  offending  cow  was  traced  and  subsequently 
slaugditered  under  the  T.B!  Order  1933. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  all  samples  of  “Tuberculin  Tested”  and 
“Accredited”  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  bacteriological  examination  are  subjected  to  the  guinea  pig  inocula- 
tion test  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  Two  of  the  guinea  pigs  so 
inoculated  gave  positive  results  to  tuberculosis  upon  post  mortem  ex- 
amination. The  farms  concerned  were  situated  outside  the  area  of  this 
Authority.  In  one  case  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under 
Para.  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  inasmuch  as  the 
offending  cow  was  traced  immediately  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  and  removed  from  the  herd  preparatory^  to  its  being 
S'laug’htered.  In  the  remaining  case  a notice  was  served  on  the  occupier 
of  the  premises  at  which  the  milk  was  produced  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
such  milk  for  hiunan  consumption  unless  the  milk  had  first  of  all  been 
subjected  to  efficient  heat  treatment.  The  notice  was  complied  with  and 
subse(]uently  withdrawn  when  information  was  received  from  the 
Mini.stry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  that  the  herd  concerned  was  free 
from  infection. 
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The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Districts  in  which  the  farms 
were  situated  were  informed  of  the  action  taken.  The  Minister  of  Food 
was  informed  of  the  action  taken  in  both  cases. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.)  Eegitlations  1947  and  1948 

261  samples  were  taken  durin"  tlie  year  4 of  which  were  un- 
suitable for  testing.  Of  the  257  samples  tested  204  were  regarded  as 
satisfactory ; but  53  reduced  the  methylene  blue  in  2 hours  or  less. 

Foon  Inspection 

7,565  inspections  and  visits  have  been  made  to  some  20  different 
classes  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  and/or  exposed  for 
sale..  It  was  necessary  to  serve  37  notices  (bakehouses  4,  butchers  6,  fish 
and  fruit  3,  fried  fish  8,  provision  shops  and  stores. 9,  restaurants  and 
kitchens  7)  regarding-  iiusatisfactory  conditions. 

Food  Poisoning 

1()  cases  were  notified,  made  up  of  3 outbrea.ks  of  3 cases  each,  2 
outbreaks  of  2 cases  each  and  3 single  cases.  In  4 of  the  outbreaks  the 
foods  suspected  were  cream  doughnuts,  tinned  blackberries,  beans  in 
tomato  and  beef  sausage  respectively.  In  1 single  case  the  suspected  food 
was  boiled  ham  and  in  1 case  the  cause  was  not  known. 

As  regards  the  remaining  outbreak  (2  patients)  and  single  case  the 
sources  of  infection  were  not  discovered,  but  salmonella  t.vphimurium 
was  isolated  from  the  faeces  of  the  three  patients. 

None  of  the  cases  notified  was  seriously  ill  and  they  all  made  un- 
eventful recoveries. 

Shell  Fish 

There  are  no  shell  fish  beds  or  layings  within  the  Borough  or  Port  of 
Newport. 

Public  Slaughterhouse 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  1950  was  37,916,  in- 
cluding 6,088  beasts,  4,631  calves,  914  pigs,  26,283  sheep  and  lambs, 
compared  with  an  average  of  31,453  for  the  five  years  1910-14,  40,315 
for  the  years  1944-48,  and  with  33,527  for  the  year  1949. 

CoNOEMNEo  Foods 

200,276  lbs. — nea.rly  90  tons — of  various  foods  were  condemned  and 
surrendered  for  destruction  or  “ conversion  ” during  the  year.  The 
greater  part  of  these  foods  consisted  of  meat,  of  which  170,575|  lbs.  were 
condemned.  The  remainder  included:  Fish,  5,458  lbs.;  tinned  foods, 
15,359i  lbs.;  and  various,  8,883  lbs. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Apart  from  assisting  in  various  National  Movements,  when  a large 
amount  of  valuable  information  is  disseminated  through  the  medium  of 
the  Press,  a considerable  amount  of  specialised  Educational  and  Propa- 
ganda work  has  continued  to  he  done  locally. 


An  annual  contribution  is  made  to  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education,  whereby  the  services  of  that  organisation  are  available  and 
are  utilised. 


1,000  copies  of  the  monthly  journal  “ Better  Health  ” have  been 
distributed  each  month — chiefly  to  Schools,  Doctors’  and  Dentists’ 
surgeries,  and  to  Hairdressers’  saloons. 


Throughout  the  year  pamphlets  on  various  health  subjects,  such 
as  “ Hints  to  Expectant  Mothers,”  “ How  to  Rear  a Baby  ” and  ” Hints 
on  Management  of  Children  1 to  5 Years,”  have  been  left  at  homesj, 
wherever  required,  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  their  routine  visitfe. 
Over  22,800  leaflets  on  ‘‘  Diphtheria  Immunisation,”  ” Vaccination,” 
” Scabies  and  Impetigo,”  ” Tuberculosis,”  “ Infantile  Paralysis,” 
” Influenza,”  ‘‘  Measles,”  “ Whooping  Cough,”  “ Venereal  Diseases,” 
etc.,  were  also  distributed.  Three  Empire  Marketing  Board’s  poster 
frames  have  been  kept  posted  with  a change  of  poisters  on  health  subjects 
each  month  and  suitable  health  literature  has  been  available  at  the  Public 
Libraries  for  reference  and  on  loan.  Special  activities  were  undertaken 
in  connection  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  Propaganda,  their  posters  having 
been  widely  displayed  at  the  Clinics  and  Centres,  and  on  other  official 
buildings. 


An  exhibition  stand  has  been  received  on  loan  from  the  Central  Coun- 
cil for  Health  Education  and  this  is  displayed  in  the  Entrance  Hall  of  the 
Health  Department.  The  topic  is  changed  periodically  and  suitable 
literature  placed  on  the  stand  for  the  use  of  the  general  public.

The  extension  of  mains  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1950,  was 
6,257  yards,  and  made  a total  of  mains  laid  251.37  miles. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  area  was  satisfactory  both  in  respect 
of  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were  made  quarterly  on  all  the 
sources  of  supply  and  bacteriological  tests  were  made  monthly  on  the 
supplies  from  each  treatment  plant.  Typical  results  from  filtered  water 
analyses  are  given  herewith  and  the  tests  showed  that  a high  standard  of 
purity  was  maintained. 

The  Talybont  water  was  treated  to  obviate  any  risk  of  plumbo- 
solvency,  by  lime  treatment  at  the  Purification  Plant.  Regular  tests  are 
carried  out  at  the  plant  to  ensure  that  the  correct  dosage  is  applied. 

There  is  nothing  to  report  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination.

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


There  are  three  such  places  in  Newport : — 

The  Two  Corporation  Baths. — The  Baths  on  Stow  Hill  consist 
of  two  swimming'  baths  each  of  55,000  gallons  capacity.  The 
Swimming  Baths  at  Maindee  also  consist  of  two  swimming  baths — 
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one  larg’e  and  one  small  — having  a total  capacity  of  280,000 
gallons.  All  are  provided  with  up-to-date  plant  for  the  filtration, 
chlorination  and  aeration  of  the  water.  d'he  water  is  continuously 
treated  by  a modern  method  of  filtration  with  a complete  turnover 
of  the  whole  of  the  contents  every  4 hours,  f'hlorine  gas  is  injected  at 
the  rate  of  .3  to  .75  parts  per  million  gallons  to  give  a residual  sterili- 
sation and  safety  to  the  bather. 

The  decks  and  cabins  are  tlioroughly  (deaned  every  day  and  wa.shed 
down  with  a sterilising  fluid,  and  the  air  throiigliout  the  huilding  is 
sprayed  several  times  a day  with  a deodorant  and  sterilising  fluid.  It 
will  thus  he  seen  that  every  endeavour’  is  marie  to  keej)  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Ministrv  of  Health,  In  addition  to  the  Swimming  Ilaths 
tiiere  are  at  the  Stow  Hill  premises  10  Slipper  Haths,  4 Foam  Haths,  and 
the  uece'.ssiary  ecpiipment  for  treatment  hy  Hltra-Violet  Hays,  and  at  the 
Ma.indee  premises  8 Slipper  Baths. 

Allt-yr-yn  Park  Swimming  Pool  is  an  open-air  swimming  bath  of 
200,000  gallons  capacity.  A Paterson’s  Plant  for  filtration  and  chlorina- 
tion has  been  installed;  it  deals  with  30,000  gallons  of  water  per  hour  and 
the  water  is  clarified,  cleansed  and  chlorinated  to  .06.  25,000  gallons  of 
fresh  water,  which  is  obtained  from  local  springs,  are  added  daily  to  the 
Bath.  The  water  is  tested  three  times  daily  hy  the  proprietors,  to  ensure 
that  the  percentage  of  chlorine  is  maintained. 

METEOROLOGICAL  DATA 

Sunshine,  maximum  and  minimum  shade  temperatures,  rainfall. 
Barometric  pressure,  one-foot  and  4-foot  earth  temperatures,  and 
humidity  are  recorded  daily  at  9 a.m.  at  Newport. 

The  Station,  which  is  situated  at  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  is  2G5  feet 
above  sea  level;  and  the  Meteorological  Office  of  the  Air  Ministry  has 
recognised  it  as  one  of  their  official  Climatological  Stations  for  tlie 
recording  of  Meteorological  Data  which  are  transmitted  to  the  Air 
Ministry  monthly. 

In  Table  II  are  given  the  monthly  data  for  the  whole  of  the  year. 

The  rainfall  recorded  at  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  was  51.35  inches, 
compared  with  37.54  inches  in  1949,  and  an  average  of  45.26  during  the 
previous  5 years.  The  wettest  month  was  February,  with  8.13  imdies, 
January  was  the  driest  month,  with  only  1.54  inches.  Rain  fell  on  225 
days  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  hours  of  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year  was 
1,599.3,  compared  with  a five-year  average  of  1,589.5  hours.  The  dail.v 
mean  was  4.38  hours  of  sunshiue  (35.7  per  cent.);  June  was  the' sunniest 
month. 

The  mean  maximum  temperature  of  the  air  was  56.5  degrees  F.  and 
the  minimum  tem])eratur(‘  -13.5  degrees  F.  The  warmest  day  of  the  year 
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was  June  Gtli,  wlieu  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  reached  87 
degrees  F.  The  warmest  night  was  June  6th,  with  65  degrees  1<’.  The 
coldest  day  was  January  25th,  31  degrees  F.,  and  the  coldest  nights  of  the 
year  were  January  26th  and  Uecemher  15th,  23  degrees  F. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ENTEANT8  TO 
THE  COEPOEATION  SEEVICE,  ETC. 

355  persons  have  been  medically  examined  during  the  year,  involving 
383  examinations  and  medical  reports.  The  examinations  were  chiefly 
for  the  purpose  of  the  Corporation’s  Superannuation  Scheme.  Of  323 
candidates  examined  for  service,  25  of  them,  or  7.7  per  cent.,  were 
rejected. 

EODENT  CONTEOL 

Three  rodent  operators  are  employed  full-time  by  the  Corporation. 
In  addition  two  sewer  men  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department  are 
engaged  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department  on  the  maintenance 
baiting  of  sewers.  Undoubtedly  a great  improvement  has  been  brought 
about  through  the  persistent  efforts  made  to  reduce  the  rat  population, 
and  much  money  is  being  spent  by  tradesmen,  etc.,  in  rendering  their 
premises  rat  proof- 

20,846  baits  were  laid  in  Town  and  Port,  and  the  bodies  of  1,208  rats 
were  recovered  (excluding  those  found  in  sewers  whi(di  amounted  to 
1,068). 

As  a systematic  policy.  Post-mortem  and  Bacteriological  examina- 
tions are  made  of  batches  of  rats  found  on  board  ship  after  fumigation.

4.  Housing  Act,  1936  (Part  VI) — Overcrowding

Since  the  31st  December,  1939,  it  has  been  impracticable  to  keep 
records  of  all  new  cases  of  overcrowding  and  the  number  of  cases  of  over- 
crowding that  have  been  relieved.  The  only  official  figure  that  can  be 
given  is  that  of  new  cases  of  overcrowding  reported  during  the  year, 
i.e.  57. 

In  1947  a survey  of  nine  cross  sections  of  the  Borough  was  carried  out 
and  revealed  that  106  (8.3%)  of  the  1,274  families  surveyed  were  living 
in  overcrowded  conditions.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  Borough 
was  divided  into  nine  areas  for  the  purpose  of  this  survey,  the  figure  of 
8.3%  of  overcrowding  can  be  taken  as  being  fairly  accurate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  estimating  the  conditions  existing  in  the  Borough.  Working  on 
this  basis  and  also  on  the  figure  of  25, 60(3  families  (25,196  families  were 
surveyed  in  1936  and  1937)  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  2,000  families 
living  in  conditions  which  are  overcrowded  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a further  survey  is  required  in  regard  to 
overcrowding,  and  new  or  amended  legislation  introduced  for  this  purpose.

The  water  carriage  system  is  in  existence  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  certain  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
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extended  Borough,  and  practically  every  water  closet  is  fitted  with 
flushing  cistern. 

Se\vera(;e  AN])  Sewacje  Purification 

The  Borough  Engineer  states  that  the  Hartridge  Purification  Works 
was  opened  in  April,  1950  taking  the  foul  sewage  from  Ringwood,  Bish- 
pool,  and  Treberth  Estates.  The  two  old  works  at  Ringwood  and  Treberth 
have  been  closed  and  the  fittings  have  been  dismantled. 

The  trunk  sewers  serving  the  Malpas  and  St.  Julian’s  Housing  Estates 
are  now  under  construction,  and  extensions  to  the  sewerage  system  are 
taking  ])la(!e  on  housing  estates  at  Malpas  (North),  St.  Julian’s  (South), 
Merlin  Crescent  and  Heather  Road. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal 

Movable  bins  are  in  general  use,  but  unfortunately  a large  proportion 
of  them  are  “ improvised,”  and  they  are  coverless  and  therefore  unsatis- 
factory, especially  during  w'et  weather,  as  the  contents  become  wet  and 
offensive. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  Refuse  Tips  which  the  Corporation  main- 
tain for  the  purpose,  and  is  immediately  covered  with  soil — in  this  way 
marsh  land  is  reclaimed  and  nuisance  reduced  to  a minimum. 

Refuse  collection  and  street  cleansing  services  are  in  a constant  state 
of  expansion  to  meet  the  needs  of  completed  housing  development ; and  in 
respect  of  disposal  the  Engineer’s  Department  is  now  raising  the  level 
of  Shaftesbury  Park  for  the  Parks  Committee.

Ladies  and  Oentlemen, 

I beg'  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  11)56. 


A great  deal  of  time  and  attention  lias  been  devoted  by  your  Officers 
to  housing  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Borough.  The  results  are  shown 
in  the  following  table,  which  sets  out  a comparison  between  pre-war  and 
post-war  years : —

The  acute  shortage  of  houses,  not  only  in  Newport  but  throughout 
the  country,  has  awakened  tenants  (and  indeed  owners)  of  existing  houses 
to  the  Council’s  responsibilities  respecting  the  repair  of  houses  which  are 
not  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  hahitatioii.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to 
ensure  that  the  dwelling-houses  within  the  Borough  are  maintained  in 
such  a condition  as  to  make  them  fit  for  human  hahitation.  Your  Officers, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  administer  the  functions  of  the  Council  relating  to  unfit 
houses,  have  spared  no  effort  in  endeavouring  to  secure  the  repair  of  such 
houses.  As  a result  of  their  activities,  many  families  are  enjoying  better 
living  conditions  today  than  for  some  time  jiast,  and  are  more  content  to 
await  their  turn  tor  a dwelling  on  tlie  Corporation’s  Housing  Estates. 


Much  has  been  done  during  the  past  few  years,  but,  as  the  result  of 
the  low  standard  of  maintenance  of  house  property  during  the  war  and 
the  cumulative  effect  of  those  years,  much  more  remains  to  be  done. 
My  concern,  which  I know  is  shared  by  all  members  of  the  Council, 
regarding  the  conditions  under  which  families  are  living,  cannot  be 
stressed  too  strongly.  The  repair  of  houses  is,  to-day,  of  ])rime  importance 
and  will  so  remain  for  many,  many  years  to  come. 


The  repair  of  1,831  houses  during  the  year  was  not  accomplished 
without  difficulty.  The  scarcity  of  essential  materials  and  the  reluctance 
of  some  owners  in  carrying  out  repairs  has  caused  the  Department  many 
headaches.  The  supply  of  materials  is  a matter  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department;  but  defaulting  owners  can  he,  and  are,  dealt  with 
under  statutor^^  provisions  and  in  this  connection,  230  summonses  were 
served  on  owners  who  did  not  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  abatement 
notices  served  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

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The  details  of  the  works  of  reconstruction  and  repair  are  contained 
in  the  table  following  this  page,  where  it  will  be  seen,  among  other  items 
that  the  roofs  of  963  houses  have  been  repaired  or  renewed,  and  in  819 
hoiises  damp-proof  courses  have  been  inserted  in  damp  walls. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  Inspectors  during  the  year  was 
46,422. 


Tlie  complaints  received  during  the  year  numbered  3,075.  Every  com- 
plaint is  thoroughly  investigated  no  matter  how  trivial  it  may  appear,  for 
often  upon  enquiries  being  made  into  the  trivial  matter  a major  defect  or 
nuisance  is  found  that  requires  immediate  attention.  Arising  out  of  these 
complaints,  9,768  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects  were  discovered  in 
dwelling-houses,  necessitating  the  service  of  2,189  written  notices  u])on 
the  persons  responsible.  In  many  instances  the  necessary  work  was  carried 
out  as  a result  of  verbal  notice  being  given  by  the  Ins])ector. 

OvERCnOWDING 

The  Survey  of  the  Borough  was  completed  during  1937,  and  at  the 
end  of  that  year  there  were  265  d’wellings  overcrowded.  During  the  year 
under  review  57  “ new  ” cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported. 

The  actual  number  of  dwelling-houses  overcrowded  cannot  be  given 
without  a complete  survey  of  the  Borough.  However,  during  September 
of  1947  a survey  of  nine  cross-sections  of  the  Borough  was  carried  out  in 
order  to  arrive  at  an  approximation  of  the  overcrowding  conditions  then 
prevailing.  Particulars  obtained  from  1,274  families  showed  that  106 
(8.3%)  families  were  living  in  overcrowded  conditions. 

Further  particulars  relating  to  Overcrowding  will  be  found  mi 
page  72. 

Supervision  OF  Corporation  Houses 

The  supervision  of  Corporation  houses  is  primarily  concerned  with  the 
maintenance  of  general  cleanliness  by  the  tenants  and  the  detection  and 
eradication  of  vermin  by  the  Health  Department  and  in  this  connection 
12,603  inspections  and  re-visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  disinfestation  of  129  houses  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Tlie 
importance  of  this  work  cannot  be  over-estimated  when  one  considers  tlie 
discomforts  suffered  by  a fairly  large  percentage  of  the  population  and 
particularly  young  children. 

With  regard  to  the  control  and  elimination  of  infestation  in  Corpora- 
tion Houses  and  Bungalows,  the  furniture  and  effects  of  prospective 
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tenants  are  inspected  for  evidence  of  vermin.  AVLere  necessary,  disin- 
festation is  carried  out  before  removal. 

Prior  to  the  occupation  of  new  Houses  and  Bungalows,  the  interiors 
of  the  premises  are  sprayed  with  a liquid  insecticide  containing  D.D.T. 
This  precaution  is  taken  so  that  vermin,  which  may  be  introduced  upon 
occupation,  will  be  destroyed  after  coming  into  contact  witli  a surface 
which  has  been  so  treated. 

Seamen’s  Licensed  Lodging  Houses 

On  tlie  1st  January,  1!)5(),  there  were  7 Seamen’s  Licensed  Lodging 
Houses  on  your  register  with  a total  accommodation  for  91  seamen. 

During  the  year  one  lodging  bouse  closed  so  that  at  the  81. st  Decem- 
ber, 1950,  6 liouses  remained  on  tlie  register  with  accommodation  for  75 
seamen. 

In  the  year  1896  Bye-laws  were  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
respecting  the  licensing,  inspection  and  sanitary  conditions  of  Seamen’s 
Lodging  Houses. 

In  pursuance  of  these  Bye-laws,  23  visits  were  made  during  tlie  jiast 
twelve  months  and  on  no  occasion  was  a serious  breach  of  the  Bye-laws 
discovered.  Infringements,  of  a minor  character,  were  immediately 
rectified  upon  the  keeper’s  attention  being  drawn  to  the  matter  and  at  all 
times  the  licensees  appeared  anxious  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

In  view  of  the  abnormal  wear  and  tear  to  which  premises  of  this 
kind  are  subjected,  they  are  kept,  generally  speaking,  in  good  sanitary 
condition.  The  statutory  half-yearly  cleansing  and  lime-wa.sbing  was 
carried  out  under  the  supervision,  and  to  the  satisfaction,  of  the  Health 
Department. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  3 within  the  Borough,  with  accommodation  for  103  lodgers. 
These  premises  recjuire  constant  supervision  to  ensure  tliat  a reasonable 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation  is  maintained. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings 

The  Bye-laws  have  been  applied  only  to  houses  requiring  special 
supervision  as  it  would  be  impracticable  to  register  all  houses  coming 
within  the  legal  definition  of  a liouse  let  in  lodgings.  The  inspections  are 
directed  primarily  to  the  maintenance  of  cleanliness  and  the  prevention 
of  overcrowding. 
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Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926 

The  registers,  statutory  statements  and  other  records  kept  by  manu- 
facturers and  others  were  examined  and  found  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

24  informal  samples  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  analysis.  One 
sample  (Eose  Fertiliser)  proved  to  be  0.81%  deficient  in  potash  (Note: 
A subsequent  “ formal  ” sample  taken  in  -Tanuary,  1951,  proved  to  be 
satisfactory).  All  of  the  remaining  samples  conformed  to  the  statutory 
statements  supplied. 


Eag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928 

Premises  where  Eag  Flock  is  used  are  visited  and  samples  of  the 
flock  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination.  During  the 
year  6 samples  were  examined.  The  proportion  of  chlorine  in  each  of  the 
samples  was  less  than  the  maximum  permitted  by  the  Eegulations. 


Eodent  Control 

The  prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  (repealing  the  Eats  and 
Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919)  came  into  force  on  the  31st  March,  1950. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  so  far  as  practicable  that  their 
district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

In  3 cases  only  was  it  necessary  to  serve  written  notices  on  occupiers 
of  laiid  requiring  tliat  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  be  carried  out  for 
the  purpose  of  destroying  rats  or  mice  on  tbeir  land  or  otherwise  for  keep- 
ing the  land  free  from  rats  and  mice.

When  it  is  noted  that  in  li)45  (the  first  full  year  of  combined 
operations  against  rats  in  Sewers  and  Surface  premises)  4,752  dead  bodies 
of  rats  were  found  in  surface  premises  and  2,987  recovered  from  the 
sewers  as  compared  with  622  and  1,068  respectively  in  the  year  under 
review,  the  importance  of  carrying  out  systematic  baiting  of  sewers  in 
conjunction  witli  work  done  at  surface  premises  will  be  appreciated.  Tliis 
policy  has  resulted  in  a marked  decrease  in  tlie  rat  population  frequenting 
surface  premises. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933 

Part  II  of  this  Act  (which  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  1936)  is 
administered  by  this  Department  and  112  Ijicences  were  issued  during 
the  year. 

During  the  year  periodical  inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  were  observed. 


Shops  Act,  1950 

The  vSbops  Act,  1950,  is  an  Act  wliicb,  inter  alia,  makes  provision 
for  the  health  and  comfort  of  workers  in  wholesale  and  retail  shops  and 
warehouses.  During  the  year  561  in.spections  were  marie  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act. 

Camping  Sites  (Public  Healtli  Act,  1936,  Section  269)  | 

During  the  year  a licence  was  issued  auiborising  land  at  Green- 
meadow,  Nash  Road,  to  be  used  as  a site  for  moveable  dwellings.  Two  |

The  number  of  visits  to  stables  was  100.  Verbal  Notices  were  given 
for  slight  infringements  of  the  Bye-laws,  but  no  serious  nuisances  were 
discovered. 

The  provision  of  proper  receptacles  and  the  rigid  supervision  to 
prevent  large  accumulations  of  manure,  combined  with  the  advice  given 
stable  keepers,  respecting  the  destruction  of  flies  in  the  larval  stage,  does 
much  to  lessen  the  fly  nuisance  and  its  attendant  dangers. 

Amusement  Places 

57  visits  have  been  paid  to  music  halls  and  cinemas,  etc.  in  connection 
with  the  ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation  of  these  premises,  and, 
where  necessary,  improvements  have  been  effected  upon  notice  being  given 
to  the  management. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  visits,  re-visits,  and  notices 
served  in  connection  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  handling, 
storing  and  preparation  of  food. 

The  provision  of  suitable  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  refuse  has 
received  close  attention. 

All  the  fried  fish  shops  in  the  Borough  now  have  sanitary  fly-proof 
receptacles  for  storing  refuse. 
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Admirable  tlioiigdi  tliis  may  be,  tlie  fact  should  be  kept  in  mind  that 
much  of  the  good  in  this  connection  is  nullified  when,  as  often  happens, 
the  occupiers  of  adjoining  houses  store  domestic  refuse  in  all  kinds  of 
decrepit  receptacles,  a practice  which  can  only  retard  the  attainment  of 
a reasonable  standard  of  environmental  sanitation.

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Mekchandise  Marks  Act,  1926 

This  Act  provides  for  the  marking  of  certain  imported  foodstuffs  in 
order  that  the  public  may  know  whether  they  are  buying  “ Foreign,” 
“ Empire,”  or  “ English  ” produce. 


The  attention  of  all  greengrocers,  grocers,  fishmongers,  and  others 
concerned,  is  directed  to  the  requirements  of  the  Orders  in  Council 
relating  to  the  marking  of  imported  Fresh  Apples,  Raw  Tomatoes,  Eggs 
in  Shell,  Dried  Eggs,  Currants,  Sultanas,  Raisins,  Oat  Products,  Honey, 
Frozen  or  Chilled  Salmon,  Butter,  Dead  Poultry,  and  Bacon  and  Ham. 


Meat  Inspection  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse 

A complete  system  of  meat  inspection  at  the  Public  Abattoir  ensures 
that  every  carcase  is  thoroughly  inspected  before  it  is  passed  as  fit  for 
human  consumption.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  37,916 
animals  were  slaughtered,  of  which  158  entire  carcases  were  condemned. 
Particulars  of  these  condemnations  are  shown  in  the  table  on  Page  85. 


At  the  latter  end  of  1939  the  Council  entered  into  a voluntary  agree- 
ment with  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  respect  of  the  use  of  the  Council’s 
Slaughterhouse  under  the  plan  for  the  control  of  meat  and  livestock. 

Government  control  of  meat  and  livestock  was  instituted  on  the  15th 
January,  1940,  and  on  that  date  the  Ministry  became  the  sole  slaughterer 
of  stock.  Accordingly,  there  was  a discontinuance  of  the  past  arrange- 
ments whereby  butchers  slaughtered  animals  at  public  or  private 
slaughterhouses . 


The  Ministry’s  slaughterhouse  activities  do  not  extend  beyond:  — 

(a)  the  slaughter  of  animals  which  is  carried  out  for  the  Ministry 

by  Contractors; 

(b)  the  sale  of  the  meat  to  the  Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association, 

by  which  it  is  distributed  to  the  retail  trade ; and 

(c)  the  disposal  of  by-products  through  existing  channels. 

The  Council  provide  premises,  equipment  and  services  on  the  lines  of 
the  past  practice  as  between  the  Council  and  private  traders  which  are  as 
follows:  — 

(a)  the  provision  at  the  Slaughterhouse  of  all  facilities  for 
stunning,  killing,  dressing,  hanging,  weighing  and  lairage; 
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(b)  the  provision  of  labour  for  cleaning  the  premises  excepting 

the  cleaning  of  the  slaughter  bays  and  slaughtering 
equipment  after  slaughtering : 

(c)  the  removal  and  disposal  of  manure  and  condemned  meat ; 

(d)  the  provision  of  managerial,  inspectorial,  and  clerical  staff 

for  performing  the  Council’s  usual  functions  in  connection 
with  the  Slaughterhouse. 


For  these  services  the  Ministry  pay  tlie  ordinary  slaughtering, 
weighing  and  lairage  fees  which  were  charged  to  private  traders  before 
they  were  superseded  by  the  Ministry. 


Cattle  are  received  from  Monmouthshire  and  the  surrounding 
Counties  and  even  from  as  far  away  as  South  Devon  and  Cornwall. 


The  Slaughterhouse  is  the  central  slaughtering  establishment  for 
supplying  the  whole  of  the  official  home-killed  meat  quota  to  Newport, 
Caerleon,  Chepstow,  Magor  and  St.  Mellons,  Cwmbran  and  Risca,  and  in 
addition  sends  supplementary  supplies  to  other  parts  of  the  country 
including  London  and  Birmingham.

Cowsheds,  Daieies,  Milkshops  and  Milk  Disteibutoes 

Under  this  heading,  1,515  inspections  were  made  to  premises  where 
milk  is  sold  or  stored.  A general  tightening  up  of  the  Regulations 
has  produced  a marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  these  premises. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  is  above  the  minimum  required  by  the 
Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  the  average  composition  of  the  milk  submitted 
for  analysis  being:  Fat,  3.43  per  cent. ; Solids  not  Fat,  8.73  per  cent.  Of 
the  256  samples  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  3 
samples  were  recorded  as  having  been  adulterated. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1949 

During  the  year,  122  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  use  of  the 
following  designations:  “ Tuberculin  Tested,”  27 ; “ Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised),”  2;  “Accredited,”  4;  “Pasteurised,”  56;  and 
“ Sterilised,”  33. 

The  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  complied  with 
respecting  the  sampling  of  Designated  Milks,  326  samples  being  sub- 
mitted for  Bacteriological  examination.  48  of  the  samples  showed  an 
excess  of  organisms  and  in  each  instance  cautions  were  issued  after 
enquiries  had  been  made. 
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Bakehouses 

The  number  on  the  register  was  55  within  the  Borough  : Visits  384 
during  the  year.  Nuisances  and  defects  of  a minor  nature  were  remedied 
after  Verbal  Notice  from  the  Sanitary  Inspectors;  but  in  4 cases  it  was 
necessary  to  serve  Written  Notices.  Nearly  all  these  premises  are  of 
modern  construction  and  on  the  whole  are  kept  in  good  condition,  due  no 
doubt  to  the  close  supervision  given  to  them. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938. 

393  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year.  286  were 
formal  samples,  Milk  256,  Beer  12,  Whisky  7,  Rum  3,  Gin  2,  Jelly 
Crystals  1,  Vinegar  1,  Mustard  1,  Fish  Cakes  2,  Golden  Raising  Powder 
1,  and  107  informal  samples.  13  of  the  formal  samples  did  not  conform 
to  the  required  standard.  In  addition  3 of  the  informal  samples  were  con- 
sidered to  be  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  13  formal  samples  adversely  reported 
upon  by  tlie  Piiblic  Analyst,  10  samples  of  milk  were  not  recorded  as  being 
adulterated,  it  being  proved  that  the  milk  was  “ as  it  came  from  the  cow.” 

The  results  of  the  analyses  and  the  nature  of  the  samples  taken  are 
shown  in  the  Public  Analyst’s  Report  on  pages  58  to  62. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  61  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  the 
inoculation  tests  for  tuberculosis  (see  page  63). 

Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  and  1948 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May,  1947.  Broadly 
they  require  that  the  ingredients  of  ice-cream  shall  be  heat  treated  after 
being  mixed  and  that  the  mixture  shall  be  cooled  until  the  freezing  pro- 
cess is  begun.  After  freezing,  ice-cream  must  not  be  sold  unless  it  has 
been  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more  than  28°  F.  If,  at  any  time  since 
it  was  frozen,  its  temperature  rises  above  28°  F.  then  it  must  again  be 
heat  treated  and  then  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more  than  28°  F. 

The  regulations  do  not  prescribe  a bacteriological  standard  of  clean- 
liness for  ice-cream,  non-compliance  witli  which  would  constitute  an 
offence.  The  Minister  of  Health  does,  however,  draw  attention  to  a form 
of  methylene  blue  test  adapted  for  the  testing  of  ice-cream,  of  which  the 
conclusions  and  suggested  grading  are  at  present  provisional.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Minister  has  been  advised  that  this  test  of  bacterial 
cleanliness  appears  to  provide  the  best  available  for  the  present  purpose. 

261  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year.
